Notice of Intended Action

Proposing rule making related to driver’s license sanctions
and providing an opportunity for public comment

The Department of Transportation hereby proposes to amend Chapter 400, “Vehicle Registration and
Certificate of Title,” and Chapter 615, “Sanctions,” lowa Administrative Code.

Legal Authority for Rule Making
This rule making is proposed under the authority provided in lowa Code sections 261.126 and 307.12.
State or Federal Law Implemented

This rule making implements, in whole or in part, [owa Code section 261.126 as amended by 2019
Towa Acts, Senate File 304, section 3.

Purpose and Summary

The proposed amendments implement 2019 Iowa Acts, Senate File 304, section 3, which repeals lowa
Code sections 261.121 through 261.127 effective July 1, 2019. Iowa Code section 261.126 authorized
the Department to issue a suspension of a person’s driver’s license or vehicle registration privileges
based on receipt of a certificate of noncompliance from the lowa College Student Aid Commission for
delinquent student loans. The Iowa College Student Aid Commission has not exercised the option to
trigger a license or vehicle registration suspension for failure to satisfy student debt since 2012. The
proposed amendments also remove unnecessary references to 2018 Iowa Acts, House File 2304 and
House File 2502.

This rule making has no fiscal impact to the State of lowa.
Jobs Impact
After analysis and review of this rule making, no impact on jobs has been found.
Waivers

Any person who believes that the person’s circumstances meet the statutory criteria for a waiver may
petition the Department for a waiver under 761—Chapter 11.
